All American mourns tht loss of one 
of the greatest journalists our world has 
ever known, a man who has done more 
to establish standards of journalism in 
this country than any other. Thus death 
the always unwelcome visitor has 
sheathed his pen and stilled a voice for- 
ever, but the spirit of Watterson will 
abide. 

Kentucky admired Watterson and loved 
him as her very own. Though not a 
Kentuckian by birth he was by choice and 
it was Kentucky in which he chose to 
xpend th. best part of his life working 
for the welfare of her people and the 
furthurance of her leadership in the 
sisterhood of states. 

Colonel Watterson was born in Ten- 
nessee in 1840 and bafora a score of years 
had passed was recognized an a talented 
man of letters. He began his newspaper 
service in Washington I), f. as musical 
and dramatic critic but his career was 
interrupted by the outbreak of the Civil 
War and he returned to his beloved 
Southland to serve in the army of the 
Confederacy and defend a hume he loved 
against the invading forces of a govern- 
ment he admired. Like Lee, the heart 
of Watterson was torn between love and 
Ulliy. He opposed secession yet after the 
die was cast he resolved to sacrifice all in 
the interest of the South. 

After the war and the leal suffering 
of the buutherii people began, "Marse 
Uenry" located in Louisville, where as 
adltor af the Courier, he strove in every 
way possible to heal the wounds and 
dry the tears caused by the mighty 
atrugfle of brother against brother. It
